The following is anextract 
from a leetter of the Mayor of At- 
lanta to Sherman ; 

Ga., Sept..J1, 1864. 

W. T. Suerman 
—Sm: The undersigned, Mayor 
and two members-of the Conncil 
for the city of “Atlanta, for the 
time being the only legal organ 
of the said city to express their 


| wants and wishes, ask leave most 


earnestly but respectfully to pe- 
tition you to re-consider the order 
requiring them to leave Atlanta. 
At first view it struck us that the 
measure would involve extraor- 
dinary hardship and loss, but since 
we bave seen the practical execu- 
tion of it, so far as it has pro- 
gressed, and'the individual con- 
dition of many of the people, and 
beard the statements as to the in 
convemiences, loss and suffering 
attending it, we are satisfied tlrat 


the enforcement of it will involve! 


in the aggregate consequences 
appalling and heart-rendering. 


Many of the women are in an 
advanced state of pregnancy ; 
others have young children, whose 
husbands are, for the greater part, 
either in the army, prisoners, or 
dead. Some say: “I have now 
such a one sick at my house; who 
will wait on them when I am 
gone?” Otherssay: “Whatare 
we to do?’ We have no house to 
go to, and no means to buy, build 
or rent any; no parents, relatives 
or friends to go to.” Another says: 
I will try and take this or that 
article of property; but such and 
such I must leave behind, though 
I need them much.” We reply 
to them: ‘General Sherman will 
carry your property to Rough a:.d 
Ready, and then General Hood 
will take it thence on;” and they 
reply to that: “Bunt I want to 
leave the railroad at such a place, 
and cannol get conveyance from 
thence on.” 

We only refer to a few facts to. 
illustrate, in part, how this meas- 
ure will operate in practice. As 
yeu advanced, the people north of 
us fell back, and before your arri- 
val here, a large portion of the 
people had retired south; so that 
the country south of this isalready 
crowded, and without sufficient 
houses to accommodate the people, 
and we are informed that many 
are staying in chuaches and out- 
buildings. This being so, how is 
it possible for the people still here, 
(mostly women and children) to

no shelter or subsistence;-in the 
midst of strangers who know thm 
not, and without the power to as- 
sist them much if they were willing 


to du so? 


This is but a feeble picture of 
the consequence of this*measure.

Imagination can only 
conceive of it, and we ask you 
to take these things into consid. | 
eration. Weknow your mind and 
time are continualfy occtpied with 
the duties of yourcummaud, which 
almost deters us asking, your at- 
tention to the matter, but thonght 
it might be that you had Bot con:

jamin died at bis beuse in New York on 
the 12th of September last. in the 55th 
year of his age. after a brief flimess.

bis fatber was a merchant. He stndied 
two years at Havard, and was gradirated 
at Trinity College. in Hartford, in 1829 ; 
began to practice law in Boston in 1832 ; 
and was one of the origmal editors of 
the “New England Magazine.” Lle re- 
moved to this city in 2837, and was con- 
nected at different times with several 
journals, the American Monthly Maga- 
zine, the “New Yorker.” and the “New 
World.” Later, he became known as a 
lecturer; and he was, besides. this, a 
frequent contributor, in prose and verse. 
to the magazines and other jorrnals of 
the day. His mind was active, his con- 
versation brilliant, and he wrote with 
remarable facility and vivacity.

Explosion on Bo 
Lane---Full 


the Sophie Mo- 
Particulars. 


We find the following full de- 
tails of the explosion of the builer 
of the Sophie McLane in the So- 
ano, (Suisun, ) Herald, of the 29th: 

The Sophie McLane came up 


from San Francisco, in place of 


the Princess, which had been 


| drawn off for repairs, on Tuesday. 
In consequence of some accident 


to one of her boilers—occurring 
after she left Benicia—the connec- 


tion between the two was cut off, 


and she came to Suisun using but 
one boiler. During the night the 


damage was repaired, and in the. 


morning steam was got up, and 
freizht was being received pre- 

aratory to deaving at the usual 
hour At-‘a quarter 


before 8; and while some of ‘the 


officers were at breakfast in the 
after cabin and jist as Captain 
Hulburt and Mr. Jaeob Blum, who 
happened to be on boerd-on busi- 
ness, were walking aft to the 


breakfast room, the barboard buil- 


er exploded with a terrifte: concus- 


sion which shook the whole town 


as by an earthquake, and tore the 
steamer into a tlwasand frag- 
ments. A portion of the exploded 
builer passed out over the star- 
board boiler and paddle-hwx, sta- 
ving the former and capsizing the 
latter; while the larboard paddle- 


box and the hull amidships down 


to the water’s edge, together with 
the decks between the forward 
and after gang ways and the epper 
works, were shivered into innuo- 
merable splinters and shreds. The 
destrnetion of the boat was total 


sand complete—there being noth- 


ing left which will pay the cost 
of removal.

is scarcely Fess terrible. Of the 
eighteen persons who were on 
board at the time, four only es- 
caped nubort (and their escape 
seems abimost a miracle,) fortr are 
dead, eight are serivusly if not 
fatally injured, and two have not 
yet been found, being probably 
buried in the ruins. Fhe pilot, 
George Folger, who was at break- 
fast, was taken-out dead; the 2d 
engineer, Charles A. Gage, died 
svun after the accident; the por- 
ter, William N. Lawler, a few 
hours later, and Captain H. P-. 
Hulbort, died at abont § p. m., on 
Thursday. The injured ones are 
nearly all in a critical condition, 
only two, Mr. F. O. Staples and 
Thomas Oliver, both of whom had 


just stepped on board to speak to 
the steward—being regarded as 


out of danger.
